Non-Party membors arong the rank 
and file may attend such meetings, but may not vote. 

(3) Soread the orders of the higher ranking Party committees. 
Gell leaders report work going on and cell members renort 
their study activities. 

(4) Discuss and atudy problems. 

(5) Examine avplicante for Party membership. 

(6) Have criticiam and self-criticism. 

(7) Have a summarizing speech at the end of the meeting. 

Functions. 


(1) To make known the will of the Party down to the lowest raak 
of the organization. 


(2) To establish an understanding of the lirits of control in the 
military aystem. Wo nilitary rank or authority can outrank 
or control the Party leadership. A company cormander, for 
example, can comrand all the ofticers and men in his convany. 
put in Party branch meetings he should acknowledge the suthort ty
